When ¢ 
purpose is to be indicated ‘in the ¢

This is the obli-— 
gation of expediency or propriety. 
If moral obligation—thatia, duty— 
is to be indicated, the stronyer 
word, ‘tought,’? is the form re- 
quired, — Accordingly, ‘*I should 
keepin touch with local movements 
by reading the *Enterprise;’?? bat 
also, “I ought to pay up my ar- 
rears of subscription. ””

~The use of ‘should’? in a 
sistas expression of opinion. For 
example: ‘1 should think so.’ 
This is the deliberative form. The 
emphatic form is; ‘I wuld say 
just this,’’ ;

Soh forms are correct; for in the. 
one case he is making a simple an- 
ticipatory assertion, while in the 
other case he is indicating purpose 
on behalf of himself. That is the 
basic distinction; and the intelli- 
gent listener or reader would in- 
terpret the statement accordingly.
